The registration law i- attracting 
considerable attention thi> year and

belowr in a 
condensed 
form. 
A voter i- a male «-iiizen who will be 
21 vears' of nee or over on dav of 
election who is native born or n atur­ 
alized, and has legal residence in his 
precinct, county and state. 
I he elec­ 
tion this year occurs on Tue-day, 
Nov. i>th, so a person born on Nov, 
0th 21 years previous is a legal voter. 
Xo man can vote without having 
previ o u s 1 y re gist e re d . 
A voter must be present in person 
¡to register. 
A voter registers but once in pre- 
jcinet where he votes. 
I f a voter should 
change voting 
places, state. county, 
township 
or 
precinct he must register in one to 
which he 
moves and it 
previously 
registered, bring a certificate of such 
previous registry from County Audi­ 
tor under signature and seal. 
The Registration board will hold 
three sessions each year (in which 
elections occur) in each precinct in 
May, September and October. 
The 
first registration this year will be on 
Thursday, May 9th, and may last f o r ’ 
three day- it found necessary t»> a c ­ 
commodate the voters. 
The other 
two will be on Friday, September fith, 
and Monday, October 7th, for only 
lone day each. 
The hour- for regis­ 
tering are 5 o clock a. m. to 6 o clock 
ip. m. on registration days. 
Registration blanks will be left at 
different places in each precinct that 
they may be obtained previous r > day 
of registrations. 
A supply will also 
be on hands at the place of registra­ 
tion on days for registering. 
A person who cannot write in Eng- 
li-h can sign in their own language, 
but must have signature of some one 
in English as attesting witness.
